Old Sol lent his best efTort^ to jfjive me a 
*'hot old time" on my quadrennial outing; for 
yesterday he^sent the mercury waltang around 
the lOO*" mark on the shady side of the C. and 
O. Flyer as it s()ed through the border coun* 
tiea of Kentucky and West Viigima, and re- 
li^ came only wkw, the Tales of New River 
were reached and the cool breezes swept down 
from moiBtda aidea. 

Washington was reached ^'withoat incident/' 
as the expert ink-slingers pat it, and for lack 
of time to call on "Teddy*' and the other big 
w^ I was satisfied to grasp the honest hands 
of Jo. SAunLnri) and W. W. Marmadues, 
'phone TiTK Ellis — and to buy a first-train 
ticket and light oat for this city, via Baltimore. 
Here again there was disappointment, for Fraxk 
Grant was sn busy (irand Secretary irig the 
Sovereign Lodge of Oddfellows that he was 
not at the mouth of the big tunnel with a brass 
band to blow the smoke away. 

I reached Philadelphia in c()ni])auy with the 
biggest storm in years, which iinn>i)fod a por- 
tion of the Broad Street Station, fairly litteie<l 
the streets with disiuenibered iiuitirelljis, hiork- 
ade<l the parks with fallen forest trees, and 
strewed the sidewalks with l)r<»ken glass, 
wrecked signs and sli utters, and guve the ttld 
city the appearance of having been out the 
night before. Fortunately, so far as yet learned, 
there was no loss of life, but several were in- 
jured, while the financial loss in thi-^ city, at 
Cape May, Atlantic City, and along the Jersey 
and Delaware coasts, will mount iuto the mil- 
lions. 

Indeed, it was about the most strenuous wel- 
come I ever received at the hands of -these good 
peo]>le, so many of whom I had known and 
loved in the long, long ago. However, a jour- 
ney from Broad Street Station via Chestnut to 
Third and Walnut streets was convincing proof 
that my friends had not prompted the demon- 
stration, for in that fourteen-square journey I 



saw at Icji-.t twenty thousand people, not one 
of whom, probably, I had over seen before — 
and not one of whom I knew. 
And this nmkes one reminiscent. 
I first set foot in this splendid city on the 
21 St of Jane, 1858, a little over forty-five years 
ago, then a boy jost turned 18. By peculiar 
good fortune I was. thrown into a lovable cir- 
cle, consisting of mother, five sons, four daugh- 
ters, three sone-in-lnw and loar ^ghters-in- 
law— and H was not long until J was regarded 
almost as a son and brother. Of all that de- 
voted family of seventeen, bat a single one re- 
mainsl 

And today I met a dear old Army comrade, 
with whom I httd entered the service April 
*i9th, 1861. There were in the C<»mj)any nine 
ty-cight men and three officers who held up 
their lian<ls iu the old (Jirani Flonse ami sw<»re 
to support their (iovtMiunent. Of that number 
but two remain, aud those two today sat at 
table and drank in pare water to the menKwy 
of the one hondivd and one that have awakened 
at reveille on the other side! 

No wonder I walked so far through these 
familiar streets without tinding a familiar facel 

The friemls we all knew nearly half a cen- 
tury ago are lai^ly at rest — and we mast soon 
follow them! 



This afternoon I made a fi iendly call on 
Mr. Sim Rosknat'. Cidonel Hakkis and Mr. 
Pkkry Fkankki.. all ex-Maysville residents, 
and it will be gratifying to their many frien»ls 
in the old town to know that they are doing an 
immense business here, and that they made 
earnest inquiry for their old acquaintances, not 
forgetting Colonel Davk Hechinoer. 

When the authorities get the wreekaert; of the 
storm cleared away and there is no danger of
